Technique of Seed Sowing in Garden Hows. 


Skilled gardeners do not make 


plants grow, they let them grow. 
Experience soon teaches that fuss- 
ing and pampering is more likely to 
harm than help. The real task of 
the gardener is to provide a favor- 
able environment for the plant, as 
to soil, sunshine and moisture, and 
then devote himself to removing 
any obstacles to thrifty growth that 
may develop. Nature will do the 
rest. 


In the Defense Garden the pro- 


gram of care may be reduced to five 
rules which, if accepted and lived 
up to, will advance any amateur 
to a degree of, skill which few 
amateurs attain. They are: 


1. Plant in straight rows, run- 


ning north and south. 


2. Do not plant more space than 


you can cultivate well. 


3. Thin out mercilessly plants 


too thickly sown. 


4. Feed plants with a complete 


balanced plant food. 


5. Spray to prevent disease and 


kill insects. 


These things may seem so simple 


as to amount to little; but only 
good gardeners observe them. When 
the gardening fever is on—especial- 
ly a first attack—it seems a bother 
to stretch a line and see that seeds 
are planted exactly upon it, each 
row parallel to the next. But when 
plants have grown and we come to 
push a wheel hoe between the rows, 
then we realize that five minutes 


spent in aligning the seeds would 
have saved weary hours in follow- 
ing the zigzag lines with the culti- 
vator, to say nothing of the un- 
sightly appearance of a slovenly 
planted garden as compared to the 
just pride we take in straight rows 
of well-developed vegetables cleanly 
cultivated. 


No one escapes the annual temp- 


tation to undertake more' garden 
work 
than 
he 
can 
reasonably 


handle. 
We are eager in April to 


cultivate all the land we can plant 
and wish for more; in July the 
weeds are likely to grow unhindered 
in much of the garden and vege? 
tables which are planted in excess 
of the family needs go to waste. 
Curb your ambitions as much as you 
can and you will have less waste, 
more pleasure and better quality 
in the products of your garden. 


An amateur never gets to the 


point where without a pang he can, 
ruthlessly pull seedlings which are's 
too thick in order to give the sur- 
vivors a chance to develop prop- 
erly. 
There is always a feeling 


that one is murdering a child, yet 
tliis operation is perhaps the most 
important of all in the vegetable 
garden and the one most generally 
neglected or only haU done. 


It is good policy to sow seeds 


thickly to insure a thick stand but 
vital to discard the surplus plants, 
otherwise hone would mature p.err 
feetly.

low 'Unc'e Tom's Cabin' Developed 


From a Vision 


The year may produce no biography 


more important than Forrest Wilson's 
classic "Crusader in Crinoline" (Lip- 
pincott: ?3.75). This is a full-length 
portrait of the woman who wrote 
Uncle Tom's Cabin and shook the 
nation; it is scholarly, based on scores 
of new sources; exhaustive (nearly 
150 pages), definitive. Against 
the 


jackdrop of the 19th century, Mr. 
Wilson, former Washington newspaper 
man, 
pictures the whole evangelical 


Beecher clan, Lyman saving souls on 
the road to Cincinnati, Henry Ward 
and Harriet, planning their propa- 
ganda against slavery, brewing "as 
nearly as any two persons then liv- 
ng could brew it, the bloodiest war 
in our history." How Harriet Beecher 
Stowe conceived the characters of her 
immortal novel is told in the follow- 
ing 
excerpt, typical of the whole 


hook's dramatic intensity: 


In February, 1851, Communion Sun- 


day came to the First Parish. Church 
n Brunswick, and Harriet attended 


. . The sermon ended, the com- 


munion ritual began, but she was 
distantly aware of it . . she was see- 
ing a vision—seeing it as plain as 
if she were there . . . and the actors 
too. There was an old slave, with 
white wool, clothed in rags—a gentle, 
Christian man . . . being flogged to 
death by the white ruffian who own- 
ed him . . . This brute was too co- 
wardly to do the murderous work 
himself, but ordered two degraded 
slaves to lay on the whips. 


From far away Harriet heard the 


benediction pronounced and walked 
home in a trance . . . Then she went 
to her bedroom and wrote out the 
picture given her in the vision . . . 
Even the names of the actors were 
coming to her now. The Negro saint 
was Uncle Tom. The two slave ex- 
ecutioners were Sambo and Quimbo 
The name of the hairy, ape-like mas- 
ter was a sheer inspiration—Simon 
Legree. Few fictional names hold such 
sinister suggestion. 


Harriet elaborated the picture. The 


example 
of Christian 
steadfastness 


set by Uncle Tom in his agony touch- 
ed even the savage hearts of Sambo 
and Quimbo. She read to the children 
what she had written. They wept con- 
vulsively, and Henry cried out, "Oh, 
mamma! Slavery is the most cruei 
thing in the world!"

Keep Your Eye on the Ball 


Congressman Hope recently intimated that undue em- 


phasis is being put on "Relief" activities that constitute a 
part of the farm program, and too little on the funda- 
mental purpose of that program, which is to put agricul- 
ture on an economic parity with other groups. Whether 
that is the case or not, his statement emphasizes the fact 
that the two phases of the program should not be confused. 
Both are important, but the latter is fundamental. 


A number of agencies have been set up and activities 


have been undertaken to salvage the wreckage caused by 
economic maladjustment. They are necessary and several 
of them are doing a fine job, but they are not a solution 
for the agricultural problem. 
Emergency seed loans, 


camps for migrant agricultural labor, the Farm Security 
Programs, are all necessary because something has been 
and is out of adjustment. It is important that the situa- 
tions arising are of such maladjustments be considered 
and that they who suffer as a result of them be helped, 
but it is still more important,'in the long run, to remove 
the conditions which cause them. 


One of the essential steps in that direction is to dis- 


abuse the public mind of the idea that the remedial 
measures enumerated above, and others like them, are 
being undertaken "for agriculture." 
They are being 


undertaken as part of the duty of local, state and national 
government to care for its citizens, not as farmers, but 
simply as people. That they happen to live in the country 
merely changes the type of aid, not the obligation to give 
it. These remedial measures, do to a certain degree, help 
agriculture, just as remedial measures undertaken in 
towns and cities benefit, to a certain degree, labor and 
industry. 


These things are important, but it is essential that 


farm people keep their eyes focused on their decade-long 
attempt to cure at its root the evil which makes them 
necessary.
